The Church needs our attend- 
ance in order that it may have increasing power in 
the doing of its work. In the Offices of Instruction in 
the new Prayer Book the child’s response to the ques- 
tion as to the duties of a Christian has included in 
it, “To worship God every Sunday in His Church.” 
Such a resolution on the part of those who do not 
regularly attend service will make a great difference 
in our own lives as well as in the life of the Church. 


The other resolution, which applies to everyone, is 
the resolution to try to think more clearly of our 
religion in its relation to present social conditions 
and to act in accordance with the guidance which 
God gives us. The essence of our religion is love, be- 
cause God is love. Love, which means the family 
ideal in all our relations with others, is the key to a 
right view of our responsibility.

As already stated in 
these columns, this Convention will be the tenth an- 
niversary of the last Convention Bishop Nichols at- 
tended and the twentieth aninversary of the first Con- 
vention in what is now the old crypt. 

For the Convention session itself there will be the 
interesting attempt to ballot by the preferential 
method and the usual business, including probably 
some canonical changes of importance. Most im- 
portant of all in the matter of business will be the 
determination of our own budget and the amount 
which we can pledge to the National Council. 

The Presiding Bishop has given special em- 
Pledges phasis to the importance of not letting hard 

times interfere with the ideal of partnership 
in the great enterprises of the Church’s mission. The 
National Council has feared that the economic pres- 
sure will make some dioceses feel that the only thing 
to be considered is their own work, just as it has cer- 
iainly made some parishes take that view. Bishop 
Perry points out, however, that all this great enter- 
prise of the Church’s mission is a shared enterprise. 
We all have a part in it and no matter how poor we 
may be, we must continue to take some definite share 
in the total work. The same thing is true for the 
Diocese. Our business as parishes and missions is not 
only to keep ourselves going; it is to take part in the 
work of the Diocese and the work of the National 
Church. 

At this point it may be worth while to urge again 
upon all clergy and treasurers that the pledges be 
sent in as early as possible. 


It happens from year to year that for one 
Reports reason or another a parish or a mission 

will not make its regular annual report to 
the Bishop. When perhaps only one report is missing 
and the secretary finds rector and vestry unrespon- 
sive to appeals for the report, it has sometimes seem- 
ed necessary for the tabulations of the diocesan statis- 
tics to be made without the particular report.

Christmas in St. John’s, Ross was the most in- 
spiring in the history of the parish. The Ross Valley 
Players, a successful group of community players or- 
ganized by the rector and others nearly four years 
ago, presented seven ‘scenes of the Nativity. taken 
from the old English “Towneley Cycle” in_ the 
church on Thursday and Saturday evenings, Decem- 
ber 21 and 23. The normal seating capacity was used 
on Thursday and the church was crowded to the 
doors on Saturday evening. The reverent portrayal of 
the ancient story was exquisitely done to the inspira- 
tion of the audience and players alike. 

At the midnight service on Christmas Eve the 
largest congregation ever to participate in this serv- 
ise crowded the church. There were over 120 com- 
municants at this service alone and 40 communi- 
cants at the service on Christmas Day. By a wide 
margin this was the largest number of those partak- 
ing of the Christmas Communion in the history of 
the parish. The choir, under direction of Edwin Hol- 
ton, led in the Christmas music at both services.

Memorial Days for Parishes and Missions 


In pursuance of a long-cherished ideal the Bishop 
of the Diocese and the Dean of Grace Cathedral have 
arranged that on one day every year each parish 
and mission of the Diocese shall be remembered in 
a celebration of the Holy Eucharist at the Cathedral 
altar. It is, of course, to be hoped that some mem- 
bers of the congregation remembered may be able to 
attend the service and that, sometimes at least, the 
priest of that congregation may be able to act as 
celebrant. But the service will be held at any rate, 
with the clergy of the Cathedral taking care of the 
celebration and the usual or more than the usual 
weekday congregation of the Cathedral attending on 
the day and hour specified, so that in any case the 
memorial will not fail. If any of the clergy desire to 
act as celebrant on their own memorial day they are 
asked to notify the Canon Sacrist as far before the 
date as my be convenient.

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A Letter from Archdeacon Hodgkin 


Dear friends of the Diocese of California: Not long 
before the annual meeting at Capitola-by-the-Sea the 
warden, Mr. A. Penny, “crossed the bar.’’ He had been 
a most faithful warden. At the annual meeting there 
was a sense of some one missing and yet with us. His 
noble life had endeared him to his associates, who are 
determined to carry on the work of the Church he 
served so well.

This is the period of annual meetings and of pledge- 
making. There is a difference between meetings of 
. parishes and meetings of missions. I hope everyone 
will have read Section 368 of the Diocesan Canons.

I have referred to 
everyone, no one and some one. Everyone doesn’t 
know everything, so from each mission some one 
should come to the Diocesan Convention to voice the 
thoughts of his mission, so that no one will feel neg- 
lected. The conventions of the Church are as impor- 
tant in the life of the Church as are the conventions 
of lodges or service clubs to those organizations. 


From all the missions there come reports of large 
attendances at the Christmas midnight services. It is 
hard to believe that some of the large congregations 
found room within the walls of the smaller buildings.

In addition to what is being 
sent from the national office, look back into your files 
of “The Spirit of Missions” for articles on the above 
countries.

The first is increasing number of boxes given out in 
your Church School this year. Set for your school a 
goal a little beyond that of a year ago and work 
toward all of these boxes being returned, bringing 
some offering, no matter how small, on Easter Day.

James Hospital, Nanking, a day. $3 will keep a patient 
in St. Luke’s Hospital, Tokyo, a day. $4 will keep a 
student in St. Agnes School, Kyoto, a month. $5.20 
runs Bishop Rowe’s launch, “The Pelican,” for three 
days; keeps a nurse working one week in Rio de Ja- 
neiro; buys half the dried fish for one of Bishop Bent- 
ley’s dogs; provides three months’ elementary educa- 
tion for a Chinese boy; pays for sixteen copies of “The 
Church Herald” for the blind. $7 will keep a student 
in St. Hilda’s School in Wuchang a month. $13 keeps 
a rural chapel open one week in Cuba; gives hospital- 
ization to a curably blind Chinese woman; makes pos- 
sible a kindergarten for two weeks in Japan; pays the 
salary of a native nurse at Sagada for two weeks.

The Ten-point Standard 

Will your Church School receive recognition in May 
at the service of offerings? It is to be judged on the 
following points: meetings of teachers and officers and 
Church School attendance. (1) Hold regular meetings. 
(2) Plan meetings as a series. This can best be done by 
a committee. (3) Prepare carefully each meeting, in- 
cluding the time schedule, short business session, re- 
ports, the subject of the meeting and worship. (4) Give 
responsibility to committees. An evening’s. discussion 
on a school program should lead to a definite plan of 
action. The problem of working this out should be put 
into the hands of a committee who are, in turn, given 
opportunity to report at the next meeting. 

Helpful suggestions in planning teachers’ meetings 
may be found in “The Church School Comes to Life,” 
by Mildred Hewitt, chapter 5; “Present-day Trends in 
Religious Education,” by Shaver, chapter 10. Sug- 
gested subjects for teachers’ meetings may be found in 
“Programs for Teachers’ Meetings,” by Shaver; Pil- 
grim Press, 50 cents. 

Keep the Church School attendance at an average 
of 75 per cent of the enrollment. (1) A new pupil 
should be considered a visitor for two Sundays. (2) An 
absent pupil should be removed from the active list 
following three absences. (3) Include in the record of 
attendance the teachers and officers. (4) The 75 per 
cent average is then to be obtained by counting the at- 
tendance each Sunday and comparing it with the ac- 
tive membership list.

Concerning the Goodwin Plan 


The clergy have all been appealed to by a mass of 
literature to endorse and adopt the so-called “Good- 
win Plan.” There seems to be a serious difference of 
opinion regarding its merits. On asking the Bishop 
in regard to it, he informs the editor that he feels 
that the principle involved in such a plan is quite in- 
dependent of the reliability of those who are foster- 
ing it. He does not believe that Church people or 
Church organizations should tie themselves up in 
this way, particularly since there is no certainty that 
the firms with which the Goodwin Plan proposes to 
do business would be those which the Church would 
wish to endorse. 

One of the clergy of the Diocese received the fol- 
lowing reply to an inquiry addressed to a reliable re- 
search association: 

“The Goodwin Corporation is an Illinois corpora- 
tion, organized in December of 1932, with an author- 
ized capitalization of 5000 shares no par preferred 
stock and 5000 shares on par common stock. It is 
claimed that $150,000 has been paid in in cash and 
an additional $50,000 subscribed, payable November 
1, 1933. The company explained that this is a new 
agency which has not previously been in business. 
Our files contain no adverse information regarding 
any of the individuals connected with this company. 
Mr. Goodwin has served such agencies as McManus, 
Critchfield, Rankin and Frank Seaman. An inspec- 
tion of the material submitted by the company indi- 
cates that the plan does seem to have been reviewed 
by men prominent in churches of the various denom- 
jnations and while none of these men have endorsed 
its working in so many words, most of them seem 
to think well of it. We, of course, are not competent 
to express any opinion as to whether or not the plan 
is feasible or workable or whether it is apt to suc- 
ceed. We do feel, however, that those behind it are 
reputable and responsible. The company appears to 
be sufficiently well financed to carry out its program. 
Its success from the point of a distributing agency, 
however, remains to be demonstrated.” 


“It Shall Not Pass” 


As the year comes to an end, the most exciting 
thing in the life of the churches is the discovery that 
an intensive and unheralded campaign designed to 
convert the churches of the country into a commer- 
cial market for the profit of a private corporation 
and such manufacturers as the corporation may select, 
lias gained great headway even to the very verge of 
success. I can not let this issue of “The Pulpit” go to 
its readers without expressing my conviction that the 
success of this project means the humiliation, the 
cheapening and possibly the dividing of Christian 
churches all over the land. [ts ultimate success is un- 
believable but it can be stopped at this late date only 
by every high-minded pastor standing in his place 
and showing the women of his congregation how de- 
moralizing to the spiritual life and the ethical purpose 
of the church this thing will be. I have no space here 
in which to make an analysis of the so-called Good- 
win Plan but the imagination of each individual min- 
ister can surely see the baneful effects upon religion 
if it is deliberately and systematically tied up with 
commercialism. It must suffice to say that in a wide 
correspondence on the subject I have been unable to 
find any religious journal or church leader who is 
willing to write a reasoned defense of the scheme. 
Standing at the gate of the temple, I believe our 
ministers will say—calmly, gently but with moral au- 
thority—‘“This scheme to commercialize religion shall 
not pass!”—C. C. Morrison, in “The Christian Pulpit.”
